Tho mytitcry of tho disapixjarance 
of Taylor W hite, (colored) formerly 
of this ctiy, about u year ago, lias 
been solved. W ord Keached hi.s moth- 
r, Mrs. Abbie Dupree, in St. I/ouis, 
few döys ago th a t the son whom she 
has been trying to locate for a year 
might bo identical with an unknown 
man who was killed, supposedly mur- 
‘ered, in Edwftrdsville a year ago 
next month, nnd who at the time 
could not be identified. Mrs. Dupree 
went 
to 
Eilwardsville and had the 
bod.v disinterred, nnd at once identi­ 
fied it as that of her son. Tho cloth­ 
ing and other tin7n.iHf,«knblo evidences 
proved the fact beyond a doubt. The 
r<imains were brought tn this city via 
the Alton Saturday evening and will 
be interred to day. 


In October of last year the body of 
colored man was found lying in a 
livery barn among the horses. 
Life 
was not yet extinct, but ceased short­ 
ly after removal to the county hos­ 
pital. 
There being jjo one to claim 
the remains, they were laid away in 
tho potter’s field. The coroner’s jur.y 
sworn to inquire into the cause of 
the (loath, wa.s in se.ssion for two 
days, but failed to fix the crime. The 
evidence showed that tho body had 
been thrown among the horses after 
having been slugged and rendered 
unconscious. F ifty dollar.^, which he 
was kT)own to liavo Inid on his person, 
was inissing. 
The horae.s, with their 
brute instinct, had shunned the body, 
uid it had not boon mutilated as the 
inurderers luul evidently hoped. 


Tlte m atier was allowed to drop, as 
far aa the authorities wore concerned, 
but the m other in St. T.fluis, worried 
by the long absence of her son, began 
0 make inquiries as to his wherea- 
bont.s. 
N othing was heard of him 
until a abort time ago, when, through 
sistor, Mr.s. Dupree secured the clue 
whifih resulted in tlie unravelling of 
the mystery. 


'Paylor W hite, while a resident of 
this city, was emplo.yed at tho Schoen- 
iield-T/ieb ])ou]try house as a chicken 
liieker. 
He resided at the corner ^ f 
Anna and South .West streets, wht^ir 
'^erguson’s grocery 
is now located. 
From this city ho removed to Dan- 
iller and about a m o n th before his 
rl«'.ath to St. l/ouis. He was about 24 
years old, and was a cousin of Misses 
Ora Glass and Ada Blue and others 
f this city. 
1’he murdered man had his life in- 
snred for 
This money will be 


used in re-interring the body, and in 
again endeavoring to run to earth the 
murderers. 
A clue has been fpurid 
which, it is thought b.y the reltitives 
of the dead man, will lead to the dis­ 
covery of the persons who are able to 
toll of the killing. Steps toward this 
end have already been taken.

fantry, in Company B, in which ho 
served three years, and after receiv­ 
ing an honorable discharge returned 
home. 


7Ie wa.s united in marriage .Tan, 11, 
18(îfî, to Miss Theresa Dyer, daughter 
f Mr. and jMrs. W. J. D.yer, of Gla.s- 
gow. 
To this union were born one 
son and three daughters: Lucy, wife 
of Lewis JTahn, of this city; George 
Edwin M arden, of Ottumwa, Iowa; 
Vnleria, wife of Charles V. Con,yne, of 
Chicago, and Alice, wife of Harmon 
G. Wilson, of Denver, Colo. 


Mr. M arden was deputy sherifT of 
Scott county for several years and 
hold a number of i)ositions of trust. 
In early manhood he united with the 
Christian church a t Glastgow and led 
an exemplary Christian life of kind­ 
ness and good deeds. He was a prom­ 
inent niomber of tho Masonic order, 
and

which

ho moved in the spring of 1880 from 
Glasgow; removing to .TacksoUville in 
IfiflO. 
Mr. M arden’s disposition was

f ithcr, and one who typified not only 
the patriot, but the good citizen as 
well. H o has answered the last roll 
all and gone to join the silent ma­ 
jority.

mo\irn for the one who cannot be re­ 
called to them.
